Smuggling Vessel and Her 


Contraband Chinamen 


are Found. 


WERE IN PROVIDENCE 


After Time of Stress on Sea Yacht is 


Forced to Put In to Port to 


Make Repiiirs. 


Providence. R. I., 
Oct. 
10.—After 


having evaded the United States cus- 
•toms and . immigration 
officers 
for 


more than two weeks the 
schooner 


yacht Frolic, which left Placentia, N. 
F., with a cargo of contraband Chi- 
nese immigrants, was boarder in the 
Providence river early today and con- 
fiscated in the name of the 
United 


States government. 
Two Portuguese 


members of the crew were placed un- 
der arrest, they being the only persons 
Cound on board the boat; two 
men 


were arrested on suspicion of being 
concerned in the smuggling of Chinese 
Into this country, while seventeen Chi- 
nese, believed to have been passengers 
on the Frolic, were also arrested. 


Entered Harbor In Broad Daylight. 
The Frolic entered the harbor In 


broad daylight, anchoring on the west 
side of the Providence river at Harbor 
Junction at 10 o'clock, yesterday. De- 
spite the vigilance of the coast guards 
and the revenue cutters from East- 
port, Me., to 
Cape 
Hatteras, 
the 


schooner came up the harbor without 
attracting any attention, those who 
.Baw her taklns' her for a fishing 
schooner. 


It was by the purest accident that 


It was discovered that she was the 
Frolic. At an early hour this morning 
tt man employed at the coal pockets 
Btumbled over two Chinese huddled In 
a heap on. the wharf of the coal yard. 
He was about to eject them from tbo 
premises when some one on board the 
schooner cried out "Don't bother those 
fellows. I will look after them." Tho 
workman, went to the office of the com- 
pany and reported the occurrence to 
the night watchman, who In turn In- 
formed the police of what had hap- 
pened. 


Captured the Chinese. 


Officers were dispatched to the scene 


and within a short time eight Chinese 
had been captured. 


Meanwhile the custom and Immigra- 


tion ofllclals had been notified of the 
affair. The search for the Chinese was 
prosecuted and before long nine more 
bad been caught. 


A number of policemen and United 


States Deputy Marshal Stone boarded 
the schooner. 


The vessel was the Frolic. No irt- 


teropt had been marie to remove from 
her stern the raised letters which 
formed her name, but a heavy coil of 
rope hung over the stern, completely 
concealing the name. The deck house 
was covered with white canvas, giving 
the craft the appearance of a fishing 
schooner. The Interior-of the vessel 
was in an indescribable condition of 
filth. The only persons on board at 
time were two Portuguese sailors, who 
were sleeping in the fore castle. 


Vessel Was Confiscated. 


. The vessel was confiscated by the 
government ofllclals and the 
Portu- 


guese 
were 
arrested 
and brought 


ashore. 


The Frolic gave every appearance of 


having undergone exceedingly heavy 
weather. Her bowsprit had been car- 
ried away. It is believed by the of- 
ficers that, the break of the bowsprit 
made it precarious to remain longer at 
sea and that the commander of the 
yacht decided to make a bold dash for 
port. 


Close on the arrest of the Chinese 


and the confiscation of the schooner 
came the arrest, of two white men 
found In the vicinity on suspicion of

TO TAKE A HAND 


"WILL MAKE AN EFFORT TO BEAT 


THE REPUBLICANS. 


Manufacturers Who Supported Roose- 


velt Principles are to Be Made 


to Feel Boycott. 


New Orleans, Oct. 10.—Printed cir- 


culars threatening that South Ameri- 
can countries will boycott the goods 
of American manufacturers who vote 
for President. Roosevelt's principles in 
the next presidential election have 
been received by several New Orleans 
manufacturing firms. 
The circular, 


which is claimed to have been drafted 
In Caracas, Venezuela, on Sept. 12, 
reads in part: 


"American manufacturers who vote 


the Roosevelt ballot, in the next presi- 
dential election will be excluded from 
South American trade. 
; 


"President Roosevelt has said In 


some recent speeches that the Latin- 
American countries are bound to dis- 
appear for two reasons: 


"First, because they are Latin, and 


second, because they are small." 


The circular then 
says 
that the 


democratic party "is disposed to fra- 
ternize with us and treat us on an 
equal basis." 


It says that 117 boycott stations 


have already been 
established, but 


does not explain what Is meant by 
boycott stations. The organization Is 
claimed to be on a military basis en- 
tirely independent of South American 
governments 
and 
better 
organized 


than the Chinese boycott. 


Tho circular ealls this organization 


the, "sublime brotherhood of Zeaques." 


Apparently 
the 
circulars

mailed from San Jose, Costa Rica,

sharp legal argument of one hour 
and a half today the testimony given 
by John D. Rockefeller in 189S be- 
fore the supreme court of the state, 
was admitted as evidence In the trial 
here of the Standard Oil company of 
Ohio, charged with conspiracy against 
trade. 


In admitting the evidence which Il- 


luminated the methods ot the Stand- 
ard at that time Judge Banker said 
it was simply to enlighten the jury 
as to conditions prior to the period 
covered in the present suit and not to 
prove any act during the past three 
years covered by the suit. 


Before this ruling was arrived at, 


Attorneys Kline, Troup and Tolls for 
the defense had all made arguments 
against admitting the testimony. At- 
torney General Ellis became active 
for the first time in the case, mak- 
ing the flnal argument for the prose- 
cution favoring the admission of evi- 
dence. 
The reading was expected to con- 


sume the balance of the day. 


The Jury was brought 
In and 


when the trial was resumed Mr. 
Phelps began the reading of Mr. 
Rockefeller's answers to the Inter- 
rogatles sworn to In February, 1898. 
These answers admitted the original 
trust and gave light on the organiza- 
tion of the subsidiary companies. 


Attorney V. P. Kline, conducting tho 


case for the Standard, maintains there 
is no competency in rehearsing thin 
"ancient history" but Prosecutor David 
and Ms assistant. Mr. Phelps, Insists 
it Is necessary that the Jury may get 
the proper perspective of the case. 


The prosecution does not. expect to 


put any witnesses on the stand before 
tomorrow. 


R. L. Bates and John O'Brien, of 


Lima, both connected with the Buck- 
eye Pipe Line company, wore subpoen- 
aed by the prosecution today In addi- 
tion to their list of witnesses. As yet 
the defense has presented no list of 
witnesses. 


Attorneys Have Argument. 


Before the Jury was brought into 


court on its convening today, attorneys 
for the prosecution and defense held a 
preliminary argument 
touching the 


competency of admitting the testimony 
of Mr. Rockefeller given at the pre- 
vious trial. Mr. Phelps, for the prose- 
cution, maintained that, this evidence 
by Mr. Rockefeller was highly mate- 
rial and In fact the very essence of the 
case In trial. 


In objecting Mr. Kline said he would 


not. concede even the authenticity of 
,tho statements. Mr. Phelps retorted 
that. "Mr. Rockefeller was then, as 
now, 
president of the defendant, com- 


pany, and what he then said the trust 
had done, and we can prove he said It, 
is competent, evidence." 


"Mr. Rockefeller has not been shown 


to he and In fact Is not president of 
this defendant company," asserted At- 
torney Troup, for the defense. "Tho 
statements he then mado were years 
before Oils cause of action. The things 
charged in this suit arc things done In 
Hancock county since 1903. How can 
such statements be 
competent 
evi- 


dence?"

FIRST SNOW IN 


DRIVING FLURRY 


WINTER SENDS FORT WAYNE ITS 


INITIAL INSTALLMENT. 


Light Precipitation Early Today Fol 


lowed by Heavier Demonstra- 


tion at Noon Horn1. 


Fort Wayne got its first snow of the 


season during the night, but the first 
really wintry demonstration occurred 
during the noon

there came a driving snowstorm'that

She was "born to the foot- 
lights," so to speak, for both her 
father and mother (Antonio and Mad- 
dalena Rlstori) belonged to the dra- 
matic profession, though In a small 
and unimportant sphere.

In the north of Italy, deems Itself 
proud In being the birthplace of Ris- 
torl, and amid the honors showered on 
the octogenarian actress It has valiant- 
ly held its own In offering her one of 
the first tributes of honor and affection 
(a bronze shield -with a dedicatory In- 
scription).

The young girl's real ability and 
talent were speedily realized in her

After much study and hard work Rig- 


tori played in various cities; and in 
every Italian city she visited har suc- 
cess was assured. From this time her

dienne's retirement from the 
(stage. 


Her fame became -world-wide; every 
European capital opening Its arms to 
tho talented young "artiste," the great- 
est living exponent of classic drama, 
whose exquisite charm and natural- 
ness vied with her genius In captivat- 
ing all hearts.

1864. while not In terms amendatory of 
the Independent treasury syntom. must 
bo treated In connection therewith and as 
an addition thereto; and It seems to mo 
wiser to perfect what we h»,vo rather than 
to attempt its replacement. If tho people 
can bu brought to recognize the treasury 
somewhat In tho nature of a great gov- 
ernment bank, and tho national banks 
n» branches thereof.

course the Bank of England and similar 
Inxllltitlnns can do many things thai the 
treanury cannot do.

Co-operation of Banks With Treasury. 
The national banks of the country have 
shown a most commendable disposition to 
co-operato with the treasury.

of the necr«tary of the treasury has been 
tho pleasure of those banking1 Institutions. 
Mucli praise has been accorded tho treas- 
ury department tor the sale of tho Pan- 
ama bonds, but I am pleased to bear reo- 
ord that tho prlco obtained would have 
boo Impossible but for tho hearty co- 
operation of tho national banks.

proffident 
oC ono of theso Institutions 
wrote ma that his bank would buy ft lib- 
eral portion ft' tho !a«M-? and pay what- 
ever prlco I tho-.ight appropriate.

SEEKS ONE BID ON 


CANAL CONTRACT 


GOVERNMENT ASKS PROPOSALS 


FOR COMPLETION OF WORK. 


Cut in Cost of Great Waterway is 


Predicted as Result of New 


Plan for M'ork. 


Washington, 
Oct. 
10.—Invitations 


for proposals to complete the Panama 
canal were issued yesterday by the 
canal commission and the form oi 
contract under which the work is to 
be rlone was marie public by Chairman 
Shouts, who also gave out a letter 
written to the secretary of war giving 
the commission's reasons for adopting 
the contract plan. 


The contract 
provides 
that each 


bidder must undertake the entire work 
of construction. 
No bar will be of- 


fered to corporations associating in 
the undertaking, but they must be 
legally organized into a single 
body 


with which the government can deai. 
Bidders will not be considered who do 
not have available capital of $5.000, 
000. 
A certified check for $200.000 is 


required with each proposal and a 
bond of $3.000.000 will 
be required 


from the successful bidder. 


Not Limited to Americans. 


The bidding is not limited to Amer- 


ican contractors. All proposals are to 
be in before Dec. 12, when they will 
be opened. 


Proposals are to be expressed in 


terms of percentage upon the estimat- 
ed cost of construction, which is to be 
flxed by a board 
of five engineers, 


three representing 
the 
government 


and two representing the contractor. 
The chief engineer of the canal com- 
mission Is to be chairman of the en- 
gineering 
board. 
The 
engineering 


board will also estimate a reasonable 
time for the completion of the canal, 
and will 
agree 
upon 
a system of 


premiums and penalties to be paid to 
the contractor according as the work 
Is completed within or beyond the es- 
timated cost and lime. 


All the government, plant for actual 


construction work, Including railway, 
is to be placed at the disposal of the 
contractor and Is to be maintained by 
the government. 


The contract, specifies that the com- 


mission is to retain control of all en- 
gineering work in connection with the 
construction of the canal, also mil- 
nicipnl engineering, the police, sani- 
tary, hospital and commissary depart- 
ments, 
messhouses. 
quarters, con- 


struction and maintenance of build- 
ings, operation of the Panama railway, 
an auditing department to which con- 
tractors' accounts are to be'open, and 
a department of materials and sup- 
plies. 


Begin In Sixty Days. 


Sixty days after the signing of the 


contract nctu.il work is to begin on 
the Isthmus, nnd the contractor is to 
take over all employes on the isthmus 
which the commission does not wish 
to retain. 
No American employe la 


to work more than eight hours. 


Chairman Shonts defends the per- 


centage system of payment, in his let- 
ter to Secretary Taft as follows: 


"This plan is being 
employed in- 


creasingly by the oldest, largest and 
most, successful corporations in the 
country. 


"The government will gel. the bene- 


fit of the combined efforts of the best 
and most, experienced contractors in 
the world, each in charge of a depart- 
ment lu which he Is a specialist and 
co-operaiing with other specialists. 


"The government, will secure the co- 


operation of these powerful Interests 
In keeping mechanics of all classes. 


"The plan olTers every incentive for 


spoRrty nnd economical construction 
by penalizing extra time and cost, and 
rewarding better 
than contract per- 


formance a:; to either. 


"By retaining control of the work 


and 
exercising 
strict, 
supervision 


through its engineering force the gov- 
ernment will protect. 
Itself against 


ehoap or faulty construction. 


"The contract, will be more flexible. 


The time and cost of completing the 
canal as estimated will in all probabil- 
ity be reduced by the application of 
new principles, which will be discov- 
ered as the work progresses. Finally, 
p termination of the contract, should 
it become necessary, would be less 
disastrous to the contractor, while an 
effective resumption 
of 
the 
work 


would IIP made easier to the govern- 
ment, owing to its close relation there- 
to." 


New Plan Is Defended. 


In support, of the commission's po- 


sition that the canal can be construct- 
ed to a. greater advantage than it. can 
ijn built 
by 
the 
government, Mr. 


Shouts' letter says that, "because of 
the unprecedented nnd greatly extend- 
ed industrial activity of the time, and 
the consequent, violent competition foe 
all classes of superintendents, 
fore- 


men, sub-contractors, skilled mechan- 
ics and 
even ordinary laborers. It 


would take the 
commission years to 


secure men and build up departmental 
construction 
organizations 
which 


would equal in efficiency those now 
controlled by the leading contractors 
of the United States." 


Chairman Shonts says in his letter 


that the commission carefully consid 
ered letting the work in sections to 
separate contractors and decided that 
complications would arise which could 
not be overcome In case 
this plan 


were adopted. The letting of the work 
to one contractor on a basis of unit 
prices was also considered and was 
believed by the commission to be a 
plan which wouid be more expensive 
than the percentage system.

JOSEPH F. GLtnOEX 1»IES AT HIS 


HOME IN ILLINOIS. 


From Necessity He Evolved His In- 


vention and It Made Him Rich 


nnd Others Millionaires. 


De Kalb. III.. Oct. in.—Joseph F. GMd- 
den. Inventor and original manufacturer 
of barbed wire fencing, a pioneer of De 
Kail) county, died at his home in De Kalh 
yesterday, aged nearly 94 years. He was 
tho last of his family, his daughter. Mrs.

only a few months ago in New York. 
Mr. Glidden earn* to Illinois in 184). 


ran a threshing machine two years, and 
then bought 600 acres of prairie land, 
which, he. still owned at the time of Ills 
death. 


The story' of the invention of barhed 
wire by Mr., Glidden is an amplification 
of the old saw. "Necessity is the mother 
of Invention." The lack of timber made 
the matter of fencing a serious one to 
the early farmers of the western prairies. 


This stress was recognized by Mr. Glirl- 
den as the opportunity, for some one to 
relieve a great want a.nd perhaps at 
the same time to make a fortune. 


Invents Barbed Wire. 
He set about the work In 1S72. His 
efforts resulted In Riving the simplest, 
cheapest, and most effective article of 
fencing that has ever^been produced. He 
proved this, by making and using barbo'l 
-'Ire on his own farm. 
Mr.' Glidden commenced the. manufac- 


ture of barbed wire by cutting the barbs 
^v hand. He used part of an old coffee 


illl to coll the barbs on tho wire. 
He would make from twenty to thirty 
feet at one operation. The ha,rb» were 
placed on one wire by hand, an unbarbed 
wire placed beside It. one pair of ends 
fastened to a tree and the other attached 
to tbe nxle of a grindstone turned hj- 
lianrt. 
Thus fencing wns first manufae- 


*ured. The wire then made Is the same 
s It appears today. 
Having secured patents on the essen- 


tial parts of his devices for manufaotur-

RUSSIA'S WHEAT PRODUCTION. 


Rapid Growth of Acreage and Crop 


Totals Are Noted. 


Washington, Oct. 10'.—Thnt. the acre- 


age and production of wheat in Russia 
have grown rapidly and persistently 
and that further Rrowth may be ex- 
pected; that natural conditions all 
favor such extension of cereal produc- 
tion there and thai, economic condi- 
tions favor the 
further 
growth 
ot 


wheat at Ihe expense of rye and other 
crops is the general conclusion reached 
in a report, of the department of agri- 
culture on Russian wheat, production. 
The report however, points out the 
nxtrernely low average yield, probably 
on the whole the very lowest, in the 
world, and especially so If the results 
of peasant, agriculture are considered; 
and the frequent failures of the crops 
often leading to famines accompanied 
with great suffering for the people and 
great disturbances of the grain mar- 
kets. 


"The causes of the backwardness of 


Russian agriculture," says the report., 
"were founri in the system of land 
ownership, on one hand, and the anti- 
quated methods of agriculture, due to 
the poverty and ignorance of the peo- 
ple, on the other."
